Obama Reaffirms Mideast Policy 


President: Returning 
Israel to ’67 borders is 
in line with U.S. aims 


Washington 

President Obama defended his 
endorsement of Israel’s 1967 bound- 
aries as the basis for a future Pales- 
tine, telling America’s pro-Israel lobby 
Sunday that his views reflected long- 
standing U.S. policy that needed to 
be stated clearly. 

He said the Jewish state will face 
growing isolation without “a credible 
peace process,” while affirming “iron- 
clad” U.S. support for Israel. 

Obama tried to alleviate concerns 
that his administration was veering 
in a pro-Palestinian direction, plac- 
ing his Mideast policy speech Thurs- 
day in the context of Israel’s securi- 
ty. He told the American Israel Public 
Affairs Committee that those border 
lines must be subject to negotiated 
land swaps and said these princi- 
ples reflected U.S. thinking dating 
to President Bill Clinton. 

“What I did on Thursday was 
to say publicly what has long been 
acknowledged privately,” Obama 
said. “I have done so because we can- 
not afford to wait another decade, or 
another two decades, or another three 
decades, to achieve peace.” 

Obama didn’t retreat from his 
Thursday remarks on what it would

A More Subdued Israel 

Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu said 
Sunday in a statement after President Obama’s 
remarks that he supported Obama’s desire to 
advance peace and resolved to work with him 
to find ways to renew the talks. His tone was far 
more reserved than last week, when he issued 
an impassioned rejection of the 1967 borders as 
“indefensible" and appeared to publicly admonish

Hurdles to Peace 

President Obama continued on Sun- 
day to urge Israelis and Palestinians 
to restart peace talks, but said nego- 
tiators would face tough obstacles: 

w Borders: The 1967 borders would be 
a challenge for Israel to defend if a 
future Palestine were to turn hostile. 
w Jerusalem: The walled Old City has 
some of the holiest sites for Jews, 
Muslims and Christians. Neither Israel 
nor Palestine could easily give it up. 

Refugees: The Palestinians demand 
a “right of return" for Palestinian 
refugees, but Israel balks out of a 
desire to ensure a Jewish majority, (ap) 


take to reach a two-state solution 
between Israelis and Palestinians. 
He again said the result must come 
through negotiation, and that Israeli 
border security and protections from 
acts of terrorism must be ensured. 

“Israelis and Palestinians will 
negotiate a border that is different 
than the one that existed on June 4, 
1967,” Obama said. That was before 
Israel seized the West Bank, Gaza 
Strip and East Jerusalem, and a 
half-million Israelis settled on war- 
won lands. 

Palestinians have expressed will- 
ingness to let Israel annex some of the 
settlements closest to the demarca- 
tion, as long as they receive compara- 
ble land.

Washington 

Indiana Gov. Mitch Daniels joined 
the march of would-be GOP pres- 
idential hopefuls offstage Sunday 
in a dead-of-night decision that put 
his supporters in play and muddled 
the fight for front-runner status 
against President Obama. 

“If I have disappointed you, 
I will always be sorry,” Daniels 
said in an email, disclosing that he 
would not run, because his family 
had vetoed the idea. 

His exit clears the upcoming 
news cycle to absorb on Monday 
the entrance of Tim Pawlenty, the 
former Minnesota governor with 
a record of resisting tax increases 
and spending increases. 

But Pawlenty would have a rival 
for the claim of No. 1 fiscal conser- 
vative in Jon Huntsman, the for- 
mer Utah governor and Obama’s 
first ambassador to China. Both 
are competing to emerge as the 
main challenger to ex-Massachu- 
setts governor Mitt Romney. 

As Daniels talked about a candi- 
dacy, he always pointed to his fami- 
ly as the main issue that would hold

Obamamania Hits Irish Hamlet 


Moneygall residents 
eagerly await visit 
from famous son 

Moneygall, Ireland 

Ever since the American presi- 
dent announced on St. Patrick’s 
Day he would visit his ancestral 
Irish home, the village of Money- 
gall has been suffering an incur- 
able case of Obamamania. 

This roadside hamlet of two 
pubs, three shops and barely 350 
residents has repainted every 
house, festooned every lamppost 
and seemingly rebranded every 
product in preparation for Mon- 


day’s visit by President Obama. 
Locals have stood in line for hours 
to receive one of 3,000 tickets that 
will let them meet Moneygall’s most 
famous son.

rebranded “Barack’s Brack” this 
month across Ireland. 

U.S. and Irish genealogists have 
detected several other distant Irish 
cousins of Obama’s living in Ire- 
land and England, and they’re all 
descendants of Falmouth Kear- 


ney, one of Obama’s great-great- 
great grandfathers on his Kansan 
mother’s side. 

Every known Irish relative is 
expected to be standing on Mon- 
eygall’s Main Street when Obama 
begins a six-day, four-nation trip 
across Europe. None of these events 
would have been possible but for the 
village’s Protestant minister. Canon 
Stephen Neill, who in 2007 pored 
through birth and baptism records 
and read about Falmouth Kearney’s 
baptism, which led to Obama.

Metro’s Holiday Closures 


System to shut down 
four stations over the 
Memorial Day weekend 

Transportation 

The transit authority plans to shut 
four Metrorail stations along the 
Blue and Orange lines for the entire 
Memorial Day weekend, even as 
thousands of visitors head for events 
in the nation’s capital. 

The closings will include the 
station adjacent to RFK Stadium, 
site of Stars & Stripes & Spokes, 
a four- day festival of motorcycle 
enthusiasts. 

The Stadium-Armory station 
will be shut Friday night through 
the night of May 30, along with the 
Capitol South, Eastern Market and 
Potomac Avenue stations. There 
will be no service on the Blue and 
Orange lines between Federal Cen- 
ter SW and Minnesota Avenue and 


Benning Road. 

Jim Hughes, Metro’s planning 
director for such maintenance activ- 
ities, said Friday that the RFK festi- 
val is a new factor with an unknown 
impact on transit and traffic. 


Metro will operate free shuttle 
buses to bridge the gaps be- 
tween the stations in the work 
zone. The shuttles will be sched- 
uled to meet each arriving train. 
Riders planning on using the 
shuttle buses from end to end 
should add about 40 minutes to 
their schedules, Metro says, (ap) 


But he was confident in the abili- 
ty of the free shuttie bus system that 
Metro sets up to bridge interruptions 
in service on long weekends. 

Rail service on the western side of 
the disruption, the Mall side, will be 
as it normally is on weekends. 

Trains on the eastern side of the 
lines are scheduled to run 25 min- 


utes apart. 

The centerpiece of the long- 
planned Memorial Day weekend 
work is the replacement of four 
track switches at the Eastern Mar- 
ket Station. 

Such projects are so complex 
that they require three days of con- 
tinuous work to complete. 

The logistics of creating a safe 
work space, setting up the train 
lines to operate in separate sec- 
tions and providing shuttle buses 
to bridge the gaps result in the clos- 
ing of more than one station. 

When the transit authority 
schedules such a big shutdown, it 
also crams in as much other work 
as time and space allow. 

So crews will be replacing 700 
track fasteners, making repairs to 
the aerial structure outside the Sta- 
dium-Armory Station and fixing 
25 escalators and eight elevators 
in the work zone.

Not Quite a Repeat 


Experts say ash 
from Iceland will 
not cause another 
travel nightmare 

Reykjavik, Iceland 

An Icelandic volcano was fling- 
ing ash, smoke and steam miles 
into the air Sunday, dropping a 
thick layer of gray soot in an erup- 
tion far more forceful — but like- 
ly far less impactful — than the 
one that grounded planes across 
Europe last year. 

The country’s main airport was 
closed, and pilots were warned to 
steer clear of Iceland as areas close 
to the Grimsvotn volcano were 
plunged into darkness. But scien- 
tists said another widespread avi- 
ation shutdown is unlikely, in part 
because the ash from this erup- 
tion is coarser and falling to Earth 
more quickly. 

The volcano, which lies beneath 
the ice of the uninhabited Vatna- 
jokull glacier in southeast Ice- 
land, began erupting Saturday for 
the first time since 2004. It was 
the volcano’s largest eruption in 
100 years. 

The ash from Grimsvotn — 
about 120 miles east of the cap- 
ital, Reykjavik — rained down 
on nearby buildings and fields 
Sunday, though no ash fell on 
the capital. 

Better Conditions 

Scientists said the eruption was 
unlikely to have the same global 
impact as the eruption 80 miles 
away at the EyjaQallajokull volcano 
last year, which stranded 10 million 
travelers around the world. 

“That was an unusual volca- 
no, an unusual ash size distribu- 
tion and unusual weather pat- 
tern, which all conspired together 
to make life difficult in Europe,” 
University of Iceland geophysi-

Why Iceland? 

Sparsely populated Iceland is one of the world’s most geo- 
logically unstable countries, sitting astride the Mid-Atlantic 
Ridge, where the Eurasian and North American continental 
plates rub up against one another. Frequent earthquakes 
push magma from deep underground toward the surface, 
and volcanic eruptions are common. The ground is cov- 
ered by hardened black lava from past eruptions and steam 
belches from the Earth — harnessed by Icelanders for geo- 
thermal power, (ap) 


Early Cancellations 

Icelandic air traffic control operator ISAVI A established a 
120 nautical mile no-fly zone 
around the volcano; closed Ke- 
f lavik airport, the country’s main 
hub; and canceled all domes- 
tic flights. It said Kef lavik 
would stay shut until at 
least noon Monday, cancel- 
ing about 40 interna- 
tionalflights. Trans- 
Atlantic planes — including 
Air Force One, due to carry President Obama to 
Ireland later Sunday —were told to stay away 
from Iceland. The European air traffic control agency in Brussels, 
Eurocontrol, however, said there was no impact on European or 
trans-Atlantic flights further south and said it did not anticipate 
any impact through Monday. (AP)

cist Pall Einarsson told The Asso- 
ciated Press. 

Britain’s Meteorological Office, 
which runs Europe’s Volcanic Ash 
Advisory Center, said the plume 
from the volcano would spread 
largely northeast until Monday, 
but some ash would creep south 
and east, toward the crowded skies 
over northern Europe. 

Where it goes after that depends 
on the intensity of the eruption and 
weather patterns. 

'Worst Should Be Over’ 

University of Iceland geophysi- 
cist Magnus Tumi Gudmundsson 
said the Grimsvotn eruption was 
“much bigger and more intensive” 
than last year’s eruption. 

“There is a very large area in 
southeast Iceland where there is 
almost total darkness and heavy 
fall of ash,” he said. “But it is not 
spreading nearly as much. The 
winds are not as strong as they 
were [last year].” 

He said the ash now is coarser 
than in last year’s eruption, falling 
to the ground more quickly. 

Grimsvotn’s eruption in 2004 
lasted for several days and brief- 
ly disrupted international flights. 
The volcano also erupted in 1998, 
1996 and 1993. 

Scientists said there were 
already signs that the latest erup- 
tion was tapering off 

“The intensity of the eruption 
has decreased markedly overnight,” 
Matthew Roberts of the Icelandic 
Meteorological Office told the BBC, 
saying the ash plume had fallen to 
about 6 miles high. 

Gudmundsson said the dura- 
tion of the latest eruption would 
probably be short. “In two or three 
days, the worst should be over,” 
he said, (ap)

Unemployment Falls in Three-Quarters of the U.S. 


Washington 

Unemployment rates fell last month 
in more than three-quarters of the 
nation’s states, adding to evidence 
that companies are feeling more 
confident in the U.S. economy. 

The Labor Department said 
Friday that unemployment rates 
dropped in 39 states in April. It’s 
the largest number of states to see 
a decrease since November 2003. 
Rates rose in three states and the 
District of Columbia.

The number of jobs New York added 
in April, the most of any state. 
Texas followed with the addition 
of 32,900 jobs, and Pennsylvania 
came in third with 23,700 jobs, (ap) 


unchanged in eight states. 

Employers added workers in 
42 states, the best showing since 
March 2007 — nine months before 
the recession started. Only eight 


states and the District of Colum- 
bia lost jobs last month. 

Nationally, businesses have 
added more than 250,000 jobs 
per month, on average, in the past 
three months.

Men’s College Lacrosse 

Unseeded Maryland beat top-seed- 
ed Syracuse 6-5 to advance in the 
NCAA lacrosse tournament Sunday, 
earning a trip to the Final Four when 
Grant Catalino took a pass from 
Ryan Young behind the net and beat 
Orange goalie John Galloway with 
32 seconds left in overtime. 

“It was a setup play we had put in 
earlier in the week,” said Catalino, a 
h-foot-S, 225-pound attacker from 
Webster, N.Y. “We had run it several 
times earlier in the game.”

Maryland midfielder Scott LaRue 
scored his second goal of the game 
with one second left in the third 
quarter to put Maryland ahead 5-3, 
but Syracuse batded back in the final 
period to tie it on goals by Jeremy 
Thompson and Jovan Miller. 

It was Syracuse’s first loss at 
Gillette Stadium, where the 11-time 
NCAA champions won the 2008 and 
2009 national titles.

‘60 Minutes’ piece, 
federal probe add to 
cycling icon’s trouble 

Pro Cycling 

New revelations from Lance Arm- 
strong’s former teammates on “60 
Minutes,” combined with recent 
requests by federal authorities for 
evidence in France, have fed a sense 
of growing trouble for the world’s 
most famous cyclist. 

One of Armstrong’s former team- 
mates, Tyler Hamilton, told “60 Min- 
utes” he saw the seven-time Tour de 
France winner use EPO during his 
first Tour victory in 1999. Mean- 
while, The Associated Press report- 
ed last month that federal investi- 
gators looking into the Armstrong 
case recently asked French author- 
ities to turn over evidence, includ- 
ing Armstrong’s urine samples from 
the same year. 

Though an investigation by 
cycling’s international federation 
dismissed those controversial sam- 
ples, they are clearly back in play as 
the feds investigate whether Arm- 
strong’s U.S. Postal team engaged 
in systematic doping, a case that 
could lead to charges of fraud and 
conspiracy. Armstrong, an interna- 
tional celebrity and cancer survivor 
who has raised millions of dollars to 
fight the disease, has denied doping 
and has never tested positive. 

Armstrong’s 1999 samples 
came under scrutiny in 2005 when 
the French sports daily L’Equipe 
reported that six of them had, in

fact, tested positive for the endur- 
ance-boosting hormone EPO when 
they were retested in 2004.

The “60 Minutes” piece, por- 
tions of which were aired on the 
“CBS Evening News” on Thursday 
and Friday, also uses unidentified 
sources to report that former Arm- 
strong teammate and close friend 
George Hincapie has testified to a 
grand jury that he and Armstrong 
supplied each other with endurance- 
boosting EPO. Hincapie released a 
statement Friday saying he did not 
talk to “60 Minutes.” (ap)

‘CuL de Sac’s’ creator 
offers a whimsical 
take on the suburbs 
inside the Beltway 

Cartoonists 

Bill Watterson receives reporters 
about as often as Charlie Brown 
receives a valentine. Long viewed as 
the J.D. Salinger of comics, the cre- 
ator of the retired and still-beloved 
strip “Calvin and Hobbes” guards 
his privacy by rebuffing most every 
entreaty for an interview. 

Now, however, comes a ques- 
tion about a certain “kid strip” 
cartoonist. One name, one talent 
entices Watterson to give what his 
syndicate says is only his second 
interview in two decades: Rich- 
ard Thompson — creator of “Cul 
de Sac” and father to little “Alice 
Otterloop” and her child’s-eye view 
of life in Washington’s suburbs. 

“Where to start? ...” Watterson 
writes in an email. “The strip has 
a unique and honest voice, a seem- 
ingly intuitive feel for what com- 
ics do best.” 

On May 28 in Boston, Thomp- 
son will learn whether he has won 
the National Cartoonists Society’s 
Reuben Award for cartoonist of the 
year. It is his second-straight nom- 
ination for a strip that was syndi- 
cated almost four years ago. “Cul 
de Sac” is carried by nearly 150 
newspapers, including The Wash- 
ington Post, where it began. It has 
spawned four books, animated

shorts and legions of fans. 

“Cul de Sac” is a whimsical skip 
through suburban life with Alice, 
her friends Beni and Dill; elder 
brother Petey; and classmates at 
Blisshaven Academy preschool. 
It’s all about sidewalk discover- 
ies, childhood invention and par- 
ents who are one step behind their 
children’s antics. 

Thompson, 53, arrived at print 
syndication in an era of strapped 
newspapers and comics sections 
that are so shrunken they could 


double as eye charts. And then 
there’s the second cruel twist. 

Less than a year after “Cul de 
Sac” became syndicated, Thomp- 
son learned he has Parkinson’s, the 
incurable neurodegenerative disease 
that robs patients of motor skills. 
Yet here is Thompson, grinning 
behind his wire rims on a sunny 
March afternoon as he walks the 
half-dozen blocks from a taqueria 
to his modest brick home in Arling- 
ton. His gait is tentative. Each day 
with the disease, he says, brings “a 
new normality.” But each day also 
brings the chance to sit at the draft- 
ing board, ink-dipped crow quill in 
hand, and explore new worlds. 

As Alice says: “Every day, I test 
the boundaries of my domain.”

The Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy, Lockheed and the military devel- 
oped the U-2 spy plane and its suc- 
cessor the A-12 “Oxcart” at Area 51, 
Jacobsen writes. She follows these 
remarkable machines, and the pio- 
neering men who built and flew 
them, from drawing board to death- 
defying flight, including Francis 
Gary Powers’s ill-fated I960 U-2 
mission over the Soviet Union.

Roswell, N.M., in 1947 and what 
happened to the wreckage when 
it got to Nevada. 

The craft, she writes, wasn’t 
an alien spaceship, nor was it a 
weather balloon, as the military 
alleged in its clumsy cover story. 
It was, according to Jacobsen, a 
Nazi-inspired Soviet spy plane 
with Cyrillic letters embossed on 
the hull, crewed by malformed 
adolescents, two of whom sur- 
vived the crash. 

This “revelation,” such as it is, 
will no doubt gratify those who 
already suspected as much. Unfor- 
tunately, these chapters, which 
diverge so radically from the rest 
of the book in journalistic rigor, 
may turn off readers who otherwise 
would enjoy learning about the cre- 
ativity, political acumen and cour- 
age of the high-flying cold warriors 
who sought to protect the free world 
in the decades after World War 11.
